64. (currently amended) The method of claim 43, wherein the step of t he d isplaying 
of the video on the visual display includes interacting with a time code marker 
embedded in the video. 

65. (currently amended) The method of claim 59, wherein tho stop of t he associating 
gtthe link program with the video includes embedding a time code marker in the 
video to permit the display of an interface link to the ancillary content based on 
the time elapsed during the d i splay displaying o f the video. 

66. (new) The method of claim 1 , wherein the interrupting of the delivery of the video 
to the client application includes interrupting the display of the video on the visual 
display at the point in time after the interacting with the interface link; and 
wherein the continuing of the delivery of the video to the client application 
Includes continuing the display of the video on the visual display from the point in 
time when the display of the video was interrupted after the interacting with the 
interface link. 
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67. (new) The method of claim 31 , wherein the interrupting the delivery of the video 
to the client application includes interrupting the display of the video on the visual 
display at a point in time after the interacting with the interface link. 

68. (new) The method of claim 43, wherein the interrupting the delivery of the video 
to the client application includes interrupting the display of the video on the visual 
display at a point in time after the interacting with the interface link. 

69. (new) The method of claim 55, wherein the interrupting the delivery of the video 
from the remote site to the client application includes interrupting the display of 
the video on the visual display at a point in time after the interacting with the 
interface link; and wherein the continuing of the delivery of the video from the 
remote site to the client application includes continuing the display of the video 
on the visual display from the point in time when the display of the video was 
interrupted. 

70. (new) The method of claim 59, wherein the creating a link program includes 
creating a link program adapted to interrupt display of the video on a visual 
display at the second site. 
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
